extensive treatment.” 

Dorothy’s husband 
Roger was diagnosed 
with mesothelioma just 
over two years ago. He 
was given a life 
expectancy of around 
two years and, sadly he 
died in January at the 
age of 63. 

Dorothy explained: 
“His treatment weak¬ 
ened him and late last 
year he collapsed at 
home. A First 
Responder came to see 
us and, when it became 
obvious that he would 
be hospitalised in the 
Princess of Wales, I did¬ 
n’t know what to do, 
because Roger was the 
car driver in our family. 

“He had been able to

drive himself to 
Velindre during his 
course of treatment, but 
now I was going to find 
it really difficult to see 
him “ 

The First Responder 
was Byron Evans, who 
is also a member of the 
Elantwit Major and 
Cowbridge Lions Club, 
and he told Dorothy that 
some Lions’ members 
could help with prob¬ 
lems such as Dorothy’s. 

He put her in touch 
with Maria Brown, and 
she proved a lifeline. 

Dorothy said: “Maria 
ferried me back and 
forth - all without pay¬ 
ment for petrol or her 
time.” 

Later, as Roger’s 
condition worsened, 
Dorothy succeeded in 
having him transferred 
to Marie Curie in 
Penarth. It made no dif¬ 
ference to Maria, who 
continued to take her 
back and forth. 

Roger and Dorothy 
had Christmas together 
- and the new year - 
but on January 2, he 
passed away.

Remembering wordsmith 
Mike Meredith: a tireless 
supporter of good causes 


M ike 

MEREDITH, 
who has died at 
the age of 76, was a tire¬ 
less worker for causes 
that benefited the com¬ 
munity of Cowbridge and 
its surrounding area. 

Shropshire-born Mike 
trained as a journalist and 
moved early in his career to 
south Wales, where he rose to 
become local head of public 
relations for the National Coal 
Board. He set up home in 
Cowbridge with his wife 
Leonor (Leo) in 1978. 

It was his love of writing, 
great skill in promoting the 
causes he embraced, and gre¬ 
garious personality that made 
him a widely known and 
much-loved figure in the 
town. 

In the words of his son 
Giles, speaking at Mike’s 
funeral last week: “He had a 
relentlessly cheery personali¬ 
ty. He was always great fun at 
a dinner party; full of wit, 
humour and anecdotes. 

“Dad just loved people - it 
was as simple and as natural 
as that. When we visited him 
it would be almost impossible 
to walk down the street 
because he would make time 
for everyone he met, greeting 
each one, always with a smile 
and a twinkle in his eye. The 
Broadshoard to the Spar shop 
took roughly an hour each 
way.” 

Mike had a challenging job 
in the coal industry in the 
1970s and 1980s. He managed 
communications for good 
news and bad - including 
during the prolonged miners’ 


strike of 1984-5. 

Throughout this dramatic 
episode in Welsh industrial 
relations, Mike maintained a 
fairness and dignity that 
retained the respect of people 
on both sides of the dispute. 

Within the field of public 
relations his name became 
synonymous with excellence 
in business communications. 

After leaving the NCB, 

Mike took up a temporary 
appointment as head of pub¬ 
licity for the BBC in Wales. 
After that - unable just to put 
his feet up - he became a key 
member of organisations and 
campaigns that promoted the 
well-being of Cowbridge. 

These included being a 
trustee of Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, starting the Cowbridge 
Eood and Drink Eestival and 
supporting the restoration of 
the town walls, the Keep 
Cowbridge Special Campaign, 
The Physic Garden, and oth¬ 
ers. 

He was chair of governors 
at Tynyrheol Primary School 
and was proud of the progress 
the school has made in recent 
years. Mike was also secretary 
of the Cowbridge Bears 
Association and worked tire¬ 
lessly on its behalf. 

His neighbour and friend 
Ray Murray said: “Mike was 
always ready to pitch in with 
something he believed in, and 
he could do with words what 
a mathematician can do with 
numbers. There was no-one 
better at managing publicity. 

“He was invaluable during 
the early days of our founding 
of GLAZE Prostate Charity, 
Wales and when we achieved 
our aim to fund a Centre of 
Excellence for the treatment 


of prostate disease in the 
Princess of Wales Hospital, 
Mike arranged for a media 
event and I couldn’t believe 
the tremendous amount of 
publicity it received. 

“Mike remained a great 
supporter of the GLAZE 
charity and was recently 
involved in taking the charity 
on a national basis under the 
banner of Prostate Cymru to 
campaign to bring a robotic 
assisted surgical system to 
Wales. 

“He was a true gentleman, 
superb company and a won¬ 
derful human being.” 

Mike played a leading role 
in the creation of Bro Radio, 
the community radio station 
serving Barry and the Vale. In 
addition to all his voluntary 
work, he will be remembered 
for his great sense of humour 
and wonderful sense of fun. 
Mike had a simple philoso¬ 
phy: “You reap what you sow. 
What you put into the lives of 
others comes back into your 
own.” 

Mike’s funeral service at 
Holy Cross Church on May 
15 was attended by hundreds 
of local people and former 
colleagues who had travelled 
from various parts of the UK. 

He is survived by wife Leo, 
son Giles and daughter Sarah, 
five grandchildren, and his 
brother Roger.

T his year’s 
Mayor of 
Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian, 
Coun Nicola 
Thomas, can lay 
claim to a almost 
unbroken associa¬ 
tion with the town, 
after being born 
and brought up in 
Tyn-y-Caer Farm 
on Primrose Hill. 

She went to school 
at Y Bont Faen 
Primary, and then 
moved on to 
Cowbridge High 
School for Girls. To 
complete the circle, she 
is now the chair of 
governors at her old 
primary school. 

Her Cowbridge cre¬ 
dentials are confirmed 
by the fact that she has 
spent all but seven 
years of her life 
around the town - all 
of that time involved in 
farming. 

Those early years at 
Primrose Hill were fol¬ 
lowed by a move to a 
farm near St Hilary, at 
East Down Farm. 

Her only time away 
from the town was a 
seven-year period in 
Newtown in mid- 
Wales, where her two 
children were born. 

Her son, Wayne, 
lives in Pendoylan and, 
as a charted surveyor, 
works mainly in the 
north Wales and 
north-west of England 
for a property compa¬ 
ny, while her daughter. 


Emma, is chief 
accountant for 
Huntleigh 
Technologies in 
Cardiff. 

She told The GEM 
that her priorities as 
mayor would be to 
argue to preserve the 
character and tradi¬ 
tions of the town - and 
of the rural Vale. 

It means that one 
thing that is weighing 
heavily on her mind is 
the issue of fracking in 
Llandow - something 
that she opposes 
intensely. 

In fact, a two-day 
public inquiry into the 
appeal by Coastal Oil 
and Gas to conduct an 
exploratory drilling 
was due to finish yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). 

Coun Thomas is 
adamant that fracking 
could change the char¬ 
acter of the Vale - 
although she fears that 
the exploratory 
drilling will get the go- 
ahead. 

She said: “There are 
too many uncertainties 
about fracking and the 
Welsh Government 
should be looking at 
tidal energy instead.” 

Fracking has been 
accused of many 
things, including pol¬ 
luting the ground 
water and causing 
earthquakes. 

However, Coun 
Thomas fears that, 
even if the process 
were to go ahead even 
without the headline 
drawbacks, it would 


still have a big effect 
on the Vale. 

She said: “The gas 
released by fracking 
would be most useful 
to factories as cheap 
energy, and it might 
attract more factories 
to estates like 
Llandow. 

“Although this 
seems initially attrac¬ 
tive, with more jobs, 
an influx of workers 
can change the charac¬ 
ter an area.” 

She continued: “I 
saw this happen to 
Newtown while I was 
there. When I arrived, 
it was very similar to 
Cowbridge. It was a 
market town, with the 
same mix of shops, and 
it even had a Bear 
Hotel! 

“Then, they built 
factories in industrial 
estates around the 
town, and workers 
moved to the area 
from the midlands to 
work there. They were 
not highly paid jobs, 
and soon the mix of 
shops started to 
change, with shops like 
Peacocks coming in. 

“Now, the Bear 
Hotel in Newtown is 
closed, and the town is 
very different.” 

So, protecting the 
rural Vale is a priority, 
and so is finding the 
right balance for 
Cowbridge. She argues 
that the town needs 
more parking to pro¬ 
tect its economic via¬ 
bility, and would like 
to see the Vale Council 
consider a commercial 
car park. 

She said: “Not a 
monstrous multi¬ 
storey, but something 
tasteful, like the two- 
storey one in Mermaid 
Quay in Cardiff Bay.” 

She added: "My 
husband Gerald and I 
are members of the 
Country Land Owners 
Association, and so 
many members tell us 
that they come to 
Cowbridge as often as 
they can. We need to 
make sure the town 
stays a market town 
and not a fringe town 
for industry.” 

The mayor presided 
over her first council 
meeting last week, and

Festival flavours at Eisteddfod 


IN the countdown to the Vale 
of Glamorgan National

fare. Financial LPAs 
enable a person to act on 
behalf of another if, for 
example, they are ill or 
disabled and cannot act 
for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 
This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

Baron Cohen 
‘Dictates’ laughter 
in shock comedy 


H aving 

shocked and 
amused in 
equal measure with 
Borat and Bruno, 
Sacha Baron 
Cohen has shown 
there is more to 
him than just 
shock tactics with 
roles in the likes of 
Sweeney Todd and 
Hugo. 

However, Baron 
Cohen’s latest sees him 
mine a similar comedic 
vein to his previous 
characters in The 
Dictator. 

Baron Cohen plays 
an oppressive, democra¬ 
cy-hating dictator 
named General Aladeen; 
when Aladeen travels to 
America to speak to the 
UN he is kidnapped and 
replaced by a lookalike. 

Stripped of his beard 
and his identity, 

Aladeen, with the help 
of Zoe (Anna Faris) 
must try and stop his 
double passing through 
laws that will ruin his 
dictatorship... 

If you’ve seen Borat 
or Bruno, you’ll have a 
pretty good idea of what 
The Dictator will offer. 
As skilled a comedic 
actor as Sacha Baron 
Cohen is, you can be 
sure that biting satire 
and clever digs at PC 
society will hidden 
under gags that are 
coarse and in bad taste. 

The Dictator doesn’t 
alter from this formula, 
but in his pantheon of 
filmic characters, it sits 
somewhere between 
Borat and Bruno, the 
film lacking the same 
innocence as the former, 
but thankfully eschew¬ 
ing the knowing cyni¬ 
cism of the latter. 

The fact that Baron 
Cohen made this film 
because he found 
Colonel Gaddafi funny 
gives you some idea of 
his comedic sensibility, 
and the humour contin¬ 
ues in that vein; the 
jokes sometimes test the 
boundaries of taste, 
pushing the sort of but¬ 
tons that extreme ele¬ 
ments of society will no 
doubt decry; but the 
humour also makes sev¬ 
eral salient points about 
how even those who 
live in a ‘free’ world are 
in some ways dictated 
to without really notic¬ 
ing. 

While of questionable 
taste, there is a surreal 
tint to the humour, 
infused with that unique 
strand of British come¬ 
dy that travels so well, 
shades of Python-esque 
absurdity sitting side by 
side with childbirth gags 
that will make even the

most liberal of people 
gnaw on their hands. 

At the centre of it all 
is a wonderful turn by 
Baron Cohen, who 
plays Waladeen as a 
man so ingrained into 
his world and having 
every whim catered for 
that anything he does 
and asks for is made 
possible (even trysts 
with Hollywood’s 
biggest names!). 

The character lacks 
much comedic potential 
outside of this, so plac¬ 
ing Waladeen on the 
outside looking in (a 
thread in all Baron 
Cohen’s characters) 
means that the maxi¬ 
mum comic mileage can 
be wrought out - and it 
is. 

Working with regular 
director. Curb Your 
Enthusiasm veteran 
Larry Charles, the pair 
aim and hit the majority 
of their targets, Charles 
bringing the disparate 


elements of the film and 
making it a cohesive 
and, by and large, satis¬ 
fying whole. 

You can imagine how 
freewheeling Baron 
Cohen must be (as evi¬ 
denced by the end cred¬ 
its gag reel) so Charles 
deserves a lot of credit 
for wrangling every¬ 
thing together, shooting 
the film through natural¬ 
ly and mining the come¬ 
dy for what it is worth. 

As much as Baron 
Cohen dominates pro¬ 
ceedings, there is still 
room for the likes of 
Anna Faris, who as the 
love interest takes a 
one-dimensional charac¬ 
ter and, along with 
Baron Cohen moulds it 
into something more 
memorable. 

The likes of Ben 
Kingsley, Jason 
Mantzoukas, plus 
cameos from the likes 
of Garry Shandling, 
Kathryn Hahn and 
Bobby Lee, all bring a 
little something to the 
table. 

But the main imprint 
is that of Baron Cohen, 
and it is humour and 
performance that domi¬ 
nates the film. If you 
can’t handle his brand 
of comedy, then The 
Dictator isn’t for you, 
but if you love it, then 
this film will be right up 
your street. 

VERDICT: Sitting 
somewhere between 
Borat and Bruno, The 
Dictator nonetheless 
gives your funny bone 
quite a work-out, the 
humour shocking and 
close to the bone but 
clever and satirical at 
the same time. Sacha 
Baron Cohen leads from 
the front with a winning 
performance, making 
The Dictator quite tfc 
bad taste comedy! 
Recommended.

‘EISTEDDFOD WILL PUT VALE 
ON MAP FOR YEARS TO COME’ 


L LANDOW is in 
the spotlight 
this week - for 
two very different rea¬ 
sons. 

Later this week, work 
will start on the site of the 
National Eisteddfod 2012 
in the western Vale. 

The site preparation 
however, follows closely on 
the heels of a public 
inquiry into the planning 
application for exploration 
of shale gas at a site on the 
Llandow Business Park. 

I was absolutely delight¬ 
ed when the brilliant news 
broke that the National 
Eisteddfod was coming to 
the Vale this August. 

Since my childhood, 

I’ve been going to the 
Eisteddfod regularly, and 
have enjoyed hours of 
wandering the Maes (the 
site where the festival is 
held), meeting old friends, 
and of course listening to 
the competitions and the 
concerts. 

The Eisteddfod is a very 
special event that will 
attract up to 160,000 visi¬ 
tors to the Vale, acting as a 
shop window for economic 
investments in general and 
tourism in the Vale. 

Eisteddfod can gen¬

erate up to £6-8 million to 
the host area each year, 
which is great news for 
local businesses. 

Recent figures show 
that 11.2 per cent of peo¬ 
ple living in the Vale are 
employed in the tourism 
and hospitality sectors, 
with many more living 
further afield by working 
in the Vale. 

Ironic, then, that during 
the same week work starts 
on the Eisteddfod site, we 
also have the public 
inquiry into the planning 
application for exploration 
for shale gas. 

Although we won’t 
know the outcome of the 
inquiry by the time you 
read this article, I will 
have made my representa¬ 
tion to the Planning 
Inspector at the inquiry in 
Barry. 

My very real concerns 
are that the potential dis¬ 
covery of shale gas will 
most certainly go against 
the aspirations we share 
for the communities of the 
Vale to live, work and wel¬ 
come tourists to such a 
beautiful part of Wales. 

It’s important to use the 
Eisteddfod as an opportu¬ 
nity to bring together the 
traditions of the Vale as

well - the native Welsh 
speakers, English-lan¬ 
guage areas, and people 
who have moved here to 
live. 

The Vale is a unique 
place, combining the beau¬ 
ty of the rural areas and 
the legacy of the stunning 
coastline, with our indus¬ 
trial history of coal 
exporting and the tradi¬ 
tional miners’ holidays to 
Barry Island in the sum¬ 


mer. I was greatly encour¬ 
aged to hear that many 
local businesses have 
already committed to sup¬ 
porting the Eisteddfod 
through sponsorship - 
from Lafarge in Aberthaw, 
to SiteServe in Llandow 
and Harris Pye Marine in 
Barry. 

Eundraising within local 
communities right across 
the Vale has been a huge 
challenge for all involved, 
but well worth the effort 
as targets are being met. 

Only last Saturday, I 
supported the popular and 
successful Hogaroc event 
in Penllyn as their event 
auctioneer. 

There has been a kalei¬ 
doscope of events from 
sporting days out, themed 
evenings, fish and chip 
suppers and dog shows, to 
name but a few, which 
have helped raise essential 
funds. 

I’d urge local traders 
and tourism providers to 
make sure that they plan 
ahead, to maximise all the 
opportunities presented by 
this week-long event. 

I will also be pressing 
the local authority to 
ensure that all areas and 
towns around the Maes 
location are ship-shape 


and looking their best. If 
you’d like to find out more 
about the opportunities 
available from stalls and 
bunting to tickets, you can 
contact the Eisteddfod 
office on 0845 4090 300. 

With such an influx of 
visitors to the area it’s 
vital that the significant 
increase in traffic is well- 
managed. 

I know that the organiz¬ 
ers and local authority 
officers have been working 
hard over the past few 
months to lessen any dis¬ 
ruption to locals and visi¬ 
tors alike. 

I would, however, urge 
the planners to consult 
with local farmers and 
businesses based in the 
western Vale, regarding 
their traffic plans and 
routes. 

I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to a fantastic and 
unforgettable Eisteddfod 
this year. 

It really needs to be, of 
course, to ensure the lega¬ 
cy of the festival in our 
community. 

Fm convinced that the 
Eisteddfod will put the Vale 
on the map, not only in 
2012, but for many years to 
come.

ROUTE 

Timings released 
by the local authority 
indicate that it 
should start its jour¬ 
ney along Derwen 
Road and then 
Nolton Street at 
2.40pm. 

The torch bearers 
will then turn right 
at the traffic lights 
onto Cowbridge 
Road, before heading 
left to Bryntirion and 
Laleston. 

Julian Gittings of 
Nolton Antiques said 
that Nolton Street 
was a good choice for 
the torch’s journey. 

He said: “Nolton 
comes from the 
Roman for ‘old town’ 
and this is the origi¬ 
nal Bridgend shop¬ 
ping area.” 

One new business 
is ‘Ella Rileys’ an 
old-fashioned sweet 
shop - recently 
repainted in bright 
pink, which was 
hardly the right 
colour for the previ¬ 
ous tenant, the Army 
Recruitment unit!

About six months 
ago they moved to 
south Wales and cur¬ 
rently wholesale the 
product to customers 
around the UK. 

Chris Heyns runs 
Wild About Beads 
with his wife 
Caroline, and they 
have been trading in 
Ewenny Road for 
three years. 

Chris said that the 
key to being as suc¬ 
cessful as they had 
was in offering per¬ 
sonal service and a 
huge range of stock. 

He added: 
“Sometimes, people 
come in and are just 
overwhelmed by the 
choice. 

“As a result, we 
have customers who 
come from a wide 
area - from Barry to 
Carmarthen.” 

Of course, there 


are quite a number of 
businesses that ply 
their trade as 
Ewenny Road makes 
its way out of town.

Designs decided two 
years ago to move 
from Llandow to a 
new unit on the 
Ogmore Road.

Spitfire wings its 
way back for 
Wartime Weekend 




THE Wartime 
Weekend on Barry 
Waterfront and 
Barry Island 
Station on June 16- 
17 will see a full- 
size Spitfire fighter 
aircraft return to 
the town. 

The Barry at War 
History Group has been 
awarded Heritage 
Lottery Landing to pay 
for the replica of this 
iconic aircraft to make 
its journey from Lytham 
St Annes. 

Spokesman Dr 
Jonathan Hicks said: 

“We are very grateful to 
the Heritage Lottery 
Lund for providing us 
with a grant to expand 
the scope of our Wartime 
Weekend. This funding 
means we can now pay 
tribute to the brave men 
and women of the RAL 
who served this country 
so valiantly throughout 
the Second World War. 

“The full-size Spitfire 
will be the centrepiece 
of our WW2 RAL dis¬ 
play. The Battle of 
Britain Pilots re-enact¬ 
ment group will be 
building a dispersal hut 
on the Hood Road site to 
complement the Spitfire, 
and for the first time in 
many years, the local 
public will be able to see 
a re-enactment of a 
Battle of Britain airfield. 

“Barry and Penarth 
Air Cadets will also be 
in attendance and it will 
be a marvellous opportu¬ 
nity for them to sit in 
such an historic aircraft. 

“During WW2 a real 
Spitfire was placed on 
King Square in Barry as 
part of a wartime 
fundraising drive and 
two plaques were later 
presented to the town. 
There was even a 
Spitfire named ‘The 
Borough of Barry’.” 

During the Second 
World War, it was com¬ 
mon place for individu¬ 
als, towns, countries or 
representative groups of 
like minded people to 
‘buy’ a piece of military 
hardware - fighter 
planes, bombers, tanks 
and so on. 

The Ministry of War 
production set a no mi nal 
price for each type of 
equipment, which was 
less than the true pro¬ 
duction cost - but low 
enough to encourage 
take up of the idea, for 
morale purposes. 


On June 7, 1943, a 
letter from the Minister 
of Aircraft production. 
Sir Stafford Cripps was 
received by the town 
clerk acknowledging a 
cheque for £5,112. 

A photograph 
appeared in the local 
press on Lriday, 
September 24, 1943, 
depicting the Borough 
of Barry Spitfire (a 
Mark Vb, serial W3234). 

The Spitfire was pre¬ 
sented to 611 (West 
Lancashire) Squadron 
Royal Auxiliary Air 
Lorce. It is understood 
that the Spitfire survived 
the war and at the end of 
hostilities it was ‘Struck 
off Charge’ (SOC) 27-9- 
45, after which it was 
scrapped. 

Battle of Britain Pilots 


is a Wiltshire based RAL 
re-enactment team who 
keep the spirit of The 
Lew and the Battle of 
Britain alive for future 
generations. 

They have designed 
and built an RAL 1940s 
Dispersal Hut which is 
completely kitted out 
inside as it would have 
looked in the summer of 
1940, with all the equip¬ 
ment and personal kit of 
a Spitfire pilot. 

Their team consists of 
pilots, ground-crew, 
WAALs and female 
mechanics.

YOU cannot have missed the 
launch of Facebook onto the 
stock market, turning Mark 
Zuckerberg into a multi-bil¬ 
lionaire at the age of 28. 

He is now one of the richest 25 peo¬ 
ple in the world; in eight years from 
setting up the company it has grown to 
serve 900 million users. 

We must recognise that the spread 
of computers means we have to adjust 
our behaviour or suffer some unin¬ 
tended consequences. Take care when 
putting personal details on any social 
network site. (Identity theft; teenage 
party gate-crashers and so on). 

Computers cannot be blamed for 
problems due to inappropriate use, just 
as car accidents are frequently due to 
poor driving, rather than the car itself. 

The computer’s ‘black box’ capabil¬ 
ity is available in cars. Car based com¬ 
puters can contribute to safer journeys. 
They can sound an alarm if the dri¬ 
ver’s eyelids droop due to tiredness. 
They can ensure that brakes do not 
lock and so help a controlled stop. 

They can detect if the car is straying 
across lane markings and they can 
record information about what the 
engine is doing and what the dash¬ 
board instruments are showing. 

It is now possible for such informa¬ 
tion to identify the root cause of an 
accident to be an individual’s poor 
driving - with legal consequences. 

If a driver uses a Sat-Nav that 
shows where the safety cameras are, at 
what point does society infer that this 
facility means that the driver is happy 
to exceed the legal speed limit as long 
as s/he will not get caught? 


As a counterbalance, computers on 
main roads are being used to check 
average speeds over a long distance. 

All these things give rise to privacy 
issues and cries of “Big Brother”. 
Nevertheless, computers make more 
restrictive legislation easier to enforce. 
Number plate recognition means that 
valid insurance, MOT certification and 
road tax can be verified automatically. 

If you buy a car with a keyless sys¬ 
tem for entry and ignition, be aware: 
manufacturers are combating a device 
that can be plugged into the diagnostic 
port and get the car’s on-board com¬ 
puter to programme a chip in a blank 
fob and hence take control of the car. 
Be sure the car locks engage properly 
when you leave it. At least the crimi¬ 
nals must break in first. 

On a lighter note, if have an iPad, a 
case is on the market that means you 
can always make notes no matter how 
flat the battery - use the pen provided 
to write on the paper pad set into the 
cover that protects the screen. Nice 
touch, that. (Google ‘Booqpad’) . 

And news that scientists can now 
‘unprint’ a sheet of paper by using a 
laser to vaporise the toner forming the 
letters without ruining the paper for re¬ 
use, saving trees and carbon emis¬ 
sions. Whatever next?

Planning to buy a used 
car? Top tips shared! 


S O you’ve been saving 
your pennies and are in 
the market for a second 
hand car - unfortunately, it is 
all too easy to buy a car that 
has hidden faults or prob¬ 
lems! Help yourself to avoid 
these pitfalls by reading this 
article! 

Always start the process of buying 
a used car with research. If you’re in 
the market for a certain brand of car, 
research the vehicle type on the inter¬ 
net to find out the common problems, 
so that you can look for them when 
you go to see a car. 

Also, research the trader selling the 
car you’re considering; think about it, 
if a car sales forecourt advertises that 
they also do other services, such as 
mileage correction for example, the 
car may have been tampered with. 

Similarly with those that offer DPF 
removal, it is worth checking whether 
you are buying a car that has had 
DPF issues; if the DPF has been 
removed, you may have emission 
issues in the future. 

Another to watch out for is remap¬ 
ping; a non-standard map could cause 
issues in the future. 

Therefore, you should always 
research the garage you are planning 
to buy the car from before handing 
over your hard earned cash. 

There are some simple things to do 
that will help you to find the right car 
at the right price: 

Service history is more vital than 
you think - The longevity of an 
engine depends on the maintenance it 
has received. 

Ask how many owners it’s had - 

Lots of owners means less value! 

How clean is the engine bay? - If 
it’s filthy it hasn’t been serviced prop¬ 
erly; leaves and grime are a sign that 
the car hasn’t been looked after very 
well. 

Always pull the dipstick for 
yourself - Check the colour of the oil 
and the smell; it shouldn’t be black or 
smell burnt. Also check for emulsion 


(mayonnaise style substance) on the 
oil cap, this could be an indication of 
overheating problems. 

Check the tyres - Inspect the tyres 
for uneven wear; the car may need 
balancing and tracking or new tyres - 
not a big deal but something to nego¬ 
tiate on the price. 

How many keys are being sup¬ 
plied? - It’s not always easy to have 
a second key cut or programmed; on 
most modern cars it’s expensive and 
in some cases a main dealer-only job. 
Insist that the trader supplies you with 
a second key as part of the sale. 

Look closely at the bodywork - 
Check the joins of the panels for 
uneven or out of sync gaps; this could 
be a tell-tale sign that the car has had 
bodywork repairs in its past, it could 
even be an unrecorded accident-dam¬ 
aged vehicle. 

A good test is to run a pound coin 
down the gap and see if the gap 
remains the same the whole way 
down. 

Hidden faults and gremlins - 

Have an independent code scan with¬ 
in a week or two of buying the car 
before your warranty expires; a clever 
trader will have cleared the fault 
codes before you bought the car but a 
current fault is likely to throw a code 
within a week of driving. 

Most garages offer a code scan 
these days; just make sure you pick a 
garage that isn’t a trader so that they 
are unbiased. 

Never trust a car trader - No 

matter how nice he may seem, how 
friendly and how honest; remember 
that it’s his job to sell you the car and 
that his bonus depends on it, so he’s 
bound to exaggerate the good and 
skip over anything else! 

Be sceptical and trust your gut 
instinct - Question everything and if 
it seems too good to be true, it proba¬ 
bly is!

THE quiet village of 
Llanmihangel is a 
small settlement 2/2 
miles from 

Cowbridge, which 
dates back to the 
medieval period. 

The village’s appear¬ 
ance confuses, as it is a 
world apart from mod¬ 
ern-day living, and has 
been classed as ‘taking a 
step back in time’. 

Llanmihangel is first 
documented in 1166 as a 
grange area and in the 
possession of John 
Norrays. Its stunning 
Grade II listed church, 
which is still lit up at 
night using oil lamps and 
candles, was first record¬ 
ed in 1254 and built with 
Norman foundations. 

Dedicated to St 
Michael and All Angels, 
it is furnished with a 
small font, stone benches 
in the porch, and a har¬ 
monium for musical 
accompaniment. 

The church has a sense 
of peace and tranquility 
in its secluded surround¬ 
ings. An 18th Century 
silver chalice is set on the 
south wall, and a holy 
well which was restored 
in 1707 by Sir Humphrey 
Edwin before his death in 
the same year. 

Sir Humphrey’s mon¬ 
ument is set within the 
church, with his son 
Samuel (died 1722) and 
grandson, Charles, 
buried beside him 

Plas Llanmihangel 
was a fortified manor 
house. But evidence of 
its earlier existence was 
found in relation to the 
church which was con¬ 
structed to serve the 
owners of the manor dur-

ing ancient times. 

Prior to Sir 
Humphrey’s occupation 
of the manor, the Thomas 
family had been living at 
Plas Llanmihangel dur¬ 
ing the 15 th Century. 
They had links with the 
Herberts, Earls of 
Pembroke. Leirez 

Thomas Ddu of Baglan 
made considerable 
changes to the manor 
during 16th Century, and 
it was during the out¬ 
break of the Civil War 
that the estate accumulat¬ 
ed extensive debt and the 
manor was sold to Sir 
Humphrey Edwin. 

It was during 16th 
Century that the house 
was extended. Sir 
Humphrey was an 
upstanding citizen of the 
community, a wealthy 
nouveau-riche merchant 
and Lord Mayor of 
London. 

He was knighted by 
King James II in 1697, 
and chosen as the Sheriff 
of London and 

Middlesex and Prince of 
Orange, (1690) before 
retiring live within the 
manor house in this 
charming village. 

The beautiful gardens 
were his idea, and he 

named them ‘The 

William and Mary 

Gardens’, which includ¬ 
ed evergreens, orchards, 
and lines of yew trees 
with a pond. 

The gardens are Grade 
II listed in the Register of 
Landscapes, Parks and 
Gardens of Special 
Interest in Wales. The 
grand garden once had a 
well and over 100 
trimmed yew trees, in 
line with the fashion of 
the late 17th Century. 

Today, just over 53 
inhabitants live in the 
area, and Plas 
Llanmihangel is now a 
guest house. 

Legendary tales from 
the turn of 15 th Century 
relate to witchcraft and 
its ‘evil’ magic potions. 
It is thought that during 


those dark times of des¬ 
peration where hope 
came to folk in the form 
of such tonics, a local 
heiress was labelled a 
witch. 

Hunted out by locals, 
they thrust an iron ring 
around her waist to sin¬ 
gle her out as ‘evil’, lead¬ 
ing to her suicidal death 
by drowning in the pool. 
Her hazy image has been 
seen rising up from the 
depths of the water, only 
to disappear at the blink 
of an eye. 

Could this ghostly 
apparition be the ‘Lady 
of the Ring’ the leg¬ 
endary heiress who took 
her earthly life away 
from misery? 

The mystifying figure 
of a little green man with 
piercing green eyes con¬ 
ceals himself amongst 
the trees, hoping to prey 
on passers by. What 
could this frightful image 
be, and where would he 
have originated from? 

The misty vision of 
another lady with long 
flowing locks has been 
identified walking 
around the woodland, 
particularly during 
stormy weather. She 
seems to dash hurriedly 
amongst the trees before 
vanishing into thin air. 

But why would this 
ghostly person want to 
seek shelter in a world 
beyond her realm from a 
paradise beyond our 
understanding? 

Haunting screams 
have been heard bellow¬ 
ing out from the hillside 
at the dead of night, yet 
no physical person is 
known to perform these 
chilling sounds. 

Could this deafening 
echo be a chilling 
reminder of the perils of 
our past, or just tricks of 
the imagination? 

Fact or fiction? Only 
you can decide...

Cardiff and the Vale of Glamorgan Schools’ 
senior track and field championships 


After the disap¬ 
pointment of the 
cancellation of the 
opening fixture in 
the Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools summer 
track and field pro¬ 
gramme - because 
of the forecast 
heavy rain - it was 
a huge relief that 
the second fixture 
went ahead. 

The senior champi¬ 
onships for sixth form 
students was held on a 
dry, sunny, but not wind 
free afternoon at Cardiff 
International Sports 
Stadium. 

In recent years, Mrs 
Andrea Williams has 
brought students from 
Barry College to com¬ 
pete at this fixture, with 
some very encouraging 
results. 

Mrs Williams was 
back again this year, but 
now with students from 
the newly formed 
Cardiff and Vale 
College, the result of the 
merger between Barry 
and Coleg Gian Hafren - 
though all the students 
competing came from 
the Barry end. 

The pressures of the 
external examination 
system have had a major 
impact on the number of 
pupils taking part both in 
these championships 
and in the middle com¬ 
petition for years 10 and 
11 - especially in the 
girls’ events - with the 
numbers taking part now 
significantly down on 
what they once were. 

Of the four Vale win¬ 
ners in the boys’ compe¬ 
titions, it was Bradley 
Cole who produced the 
best set of results. In 
2011, the Barry College 
student had won the 
hammer and the javelin 
with distances of 48.20 
metres and 50.11 metres 
respectively. 

This year, competing 
for Cardiff and Vale 
College, both of his win¬ 
ning distances were over 
the 50 metres mark - 
50.52 in the hammer and 
50.26 in the javelin - as 
he retained both titles, 
and took fourth in the 
discus. 

Matthew Edwards has 
been in sparkling form 
over the country this 
winter and he carried 
that through to the track, 
over 1,500 metres. 
Despite the presence of 
the experienced year-13 
Tom Davis (Porthcawl) 
in the field, Matthew 
took the race by the 
scruff of its neck and 
front ran a hugely 
encouraging win in four 
minutes, 6.26 seconds, a 
time that he will 
improve as the summer 
progresses. 

There will be huge 
interest when he makes 
his debut in the 2,000 
metres steeplechase later 
in the season. 

It was good to see 
James Glaves back in 
action in the 110 metres 
hurdles. Although the 
Bro Morgannwg year-13 
will be disappointed 


with his winning time - 
over 20 seconds - we 
hope that it will encour¬ 
age him to keep compet¬ 
ing when he goes off to 
study at university. 

The fourth Vale win¬ 
ner was Joe Green (St 
Cyres), who claimed a 
win in the triple jump 
with a respectable 12.39 
metres (best) and took 
fourth place in the 100 
metres final. 

Of the other Vale per¬ 
formances, the most 
encouraging were set by 
Anax da Silva (Cardiff 
NS Vale College). The 
former Cathays High 
pupil was a member of 
the Welsh Schools track 
and field teams at the 
SIAB Schools under-17 
international and the 
Sainsbury’s UK School 
Games last summer. 

Competing over 100 
metres and for the sprint 
relay team, he ran 
strongly in both sprints, 
recording 22.48 seconds 
in the longer event and 
11.59 seconds in the 100 
metres final, but had to 
settle for second in both 
events to another year- 
12, Sam Gordon (Bishop 
of Llandaff). 

Two Bro Morgannwg 
year-13 students, pupils 
who have been wonder¬ 
ful points’ gainers in 
schools’ track and field 
competition over the last 
five years, were making 
their final appearance at 
this event. 

Tom Perry wracked 
up 38 points in finishing 
sixth in the shot, third in 
the discus and fourth in 
the hammer, while 
Tieran Scott totalled 35 
points through his eighth 
place in the discus, fifth 
in the hammer and third 
in the javelin. 

Thank goodness girls 
from Bryn Hafren and 
Cowbridge took part. 
Without them, the num¬ 
ber of competitors 
would have been 
depressingly small. 

There were eight vic¬ 
tories by Vale girls with 
the top spot possibly 
being shared by year-12 
students Fiona Bray 
(Cowbridge) in the 
3,000 metres (11:44.07) 
and Bethany Hawkins 
(Bro Morgannwg) with a 
triple jump best of 9.09 
metres. 

Cowbridge gained 
five more victories - 
three on the track 
through Katie Wynn 
(800), Nikita John 
(1,500) and Georgina 
Jackson (100 hurdles), 
and a jumps double 
courtesy of Rebecca 
Thomas (high jump) and 
Imogen Harrison (long 
jump). 

With first places earn¬ 
ing 17 points in the team 
competitions, those six 
individual wins were 
worth 102 points - and 
there was another 17 
from the relay victory. 

After her recent oper¬ 
ation to solve a knee 
problem, it was good to 
see year-13 Elbe Carter 
(Bryn Hafren) in action. 
Wisely, she restricted 
herself to throws events 
- and she won the shot - 
but the hope is, even 


with the pressure of her 
A-levels, that as the 
summer progresses she 
will be able to run and 
jump as well. 

In the team competi¬ 
tions, there was disap¬ 
pointment for the 
Cowbridge boys, who 
had to settle for second 
behind Cardiff High, but 
joy for the girls, who 
claimed their section 
ahead of Bryn Hafren. 

Following this com¬ 
petition, team managers 
Dai Williams (Glantaf) 
and Sarah Moore 
(Willows) will be sitting 
down shortly to select 
the senior teams to com¬ 
pete for Cardiff and the 
Vale district at the Aviva 
Welsh Schools 

Nationals, to be held at 
Penlan, Brecon, on 
Saturday July 7. It is 
likely that a large num¬ 
ber of the Vale athletes 
who appear in these 
results may be invited to 
compete.
